Madam  Chairman,  Madami  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Deport 
for  the  year  1963* 

The  mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  wa.s  11,990  persons,  this  being  120  more  than  the  previous 
year.  Births  numbered  133  as  compared  i\rith  152  in  1962,  There 
v/ere  170  deaths  from  all  causes  (174  in  1962)  and  the  number  of 
deaths  in  infants  under  .one  year  vans  four  (3  in  1962)*  Accident 
was  the  cause  of  death  in  three  cases,  of  which  one  vias  a  motor 
vehicle  accident*  There  v/as  me  suicide.  Cancer  deoihs  tota.lled 
35*  Do  deaths  occurred  as  a  result  of  tuberculosis  or  of 
pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Disease,  I963  was  a  Measles 
year  and  I96  cones  of  measles  v/ere  notified.  Five  of  the  cases 
of  pneumonia  v/ere  secondary  to  influenza.* 

There  v/as  an  importation  of  Typhoid  into  this  country  in 
1963,  but  fortunately  there  v/ere  no  cases  in  Southv/ick.  However, 
it  is  useful  to  consider  the  means  of  prevention  of  this  disease 
and  also  Food  Poisoning,  v/hich  is  in  the  same  group  of  diseases* 
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In  the  prevention  of  these  diseases  the  main  weapon  is  the 
practice  by  everyone  of  a  higli  standard  of  personal  hygiene,  and 
for  this  to  be  achieved, standard  sanitary  fittings  (o,nd  in  these 
I  v/ould  include  the  water-closet  cubicle  door) ,  should  bo  made  to 
be  foot-operated  instead  of  hand.-operated,  as  at  present, 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  v/ere  no  Ccases  of 
Poliomyelitis  or  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year^ 

It  will  be  seen  on  P.ago  1?  that  the  Brucella  organism  has 
been  isolated  from  raw  milk,  i.e,  milk  v/hich  has  not  been  heat 
treated.  This  risk  is  alv/ays  present  with  milk  that  is  not  heat 
treated  and  the  present  figure  is  probably  an  underestimate  of 
the  extent  of  infection  in  milk,  since  excretion  of  the  organism 
in  the  milk  is  intermittent*  As  in  my  Report  for  I962,  my  advice 
is  that  ohly  heat  treated  milk  should  bo  consumed. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members'  of  the  Housing 
and  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  supioort,  to,  the  officers  of 
other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  to  the  staff  of 
my  own  Department,

Southwick  is  a  small  urban  district  on  the  south  coast, 
situated  about  five  miles  v/est  of  Brighton  and  about  six  miles  east 
of  b^or thing • 


The  chief  industries  in  the  town  are  electricity  production, 
dyeing,  sheet  metal  v/ork  and  lingerie  manufacturing* 


In  the  year  195^,  2  of  the  older  residential  areas  were 
defined  as  areas  of  Comprehensive  Developm'ent  under  the  V/est  Sussex 
Development  Plan,  the  Fishersgate  area  of  'just  over  12  acres  and 
the  Central  Area  of  just  under  26  acres*  A  large  part  of  the 
re-development  of  the  Fishersgate  Area  in  respect  of  the  residential 
development  has  been  carried  out,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  industrial 
development  will  be  carried  out  within  the  next  few  years*  As  regards 
the  Central  Area,  the  re-developrnent  has  included  a  nev/  Shopping 
Centre*"  Part  of  the  development  in  this  area  has  already  been  carried 
out,  including  flats  and  the  nev/  Shopping  Centre,  The  new  Shopping 
Centre  was  officially  opened  in  July,  1962.

As  an  aid  to  diagnosis  and  for  the  detection  of  contacts 
or  carriers  of  pathogenic  organisms,  bacteriologicrlL  examinations 
are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  During 
the  year  l4  specirneiia  v/ere  submitted  for  examination  and  the 
Shigella  Sonnei  organism  was  isolc.ted  in  4  cases.

Water  Supply,  The  Brighton  Corporation  supplies  all  the  houses 
in  the  District  except  for  one  house  which  obtains  its  supply  from 
another  V/ater  Board  o 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr,  Needham  Green,  B.'Sc,,  M.I.C.E,,  Brighton 
Corporation  V/aterworks  Engineer  for  the  following  information  about 
the  v/ater  supply  to  the  District  during  1963^ 


o  The  water  supply  of  the  Otrea  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality. 


2,  Bacteriological  examiimtions  of  both  rav/  and  treated 

waters  were  made  at  weekly  intervals  in  the  department’s 
laboratory  except  in  certain  instances  where  bacteriological 
pollution  v/as  present  D.n  the  rav/  v/ater s  v/hen  samples  of  both 
raw/  and  chloraminated  waters  v/ero  examined  daily.  The  total 
number  of  raw  Mid  treated  v/ater  samples  'examined  from  the 
Pumping  stations,  together  with  a.  summary  of  the  baicteriological 
results  obtained  is  given  below:-

Colony  counts  at  22'^G  after  3  days  and  at  37'^C  after  one 
day’s  incubation  v/ere  generally  low  in  number.  Abbreviated 
chemical  analyses  were  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals 
throughout  thq  yevar  on  all  rav/  v/aters  and  a  genera.l  chemica.1 
and  mineral  examination- v/as  made  each  month.. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  l8k6  daily  samples  from 
taps  at  fixed  points  on  the  district  Inavo  been  examined 
bacteriologically ,  the  results  of  v/hich  have  shov/n  the 
chloraminated  waters  going  to  supply  to  be  of  the  highest 
standard  of  purity. 


Bacteriological  and  abbreviated  chemical  examinations  have 
also  been  carried  out  on  793  samples  of  water  from  service 
reservoirs.  A  total  of  4,953  samples  were  examined  in  the 
department’s  laboratory  during  the  year^ 

3«  Since  all  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  chalk,  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  any  plumbo-solvent  action,  and  no 
evidence  of  such  action  is  apparent. 
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In  the  event  of  any  rav^f  water  showing  evidence  of  bacterial 
pollution,  Scainpling  is  increased  to  daily  intervals  and  a 
survey  of  the  catchment  area  is  made  in  an  effort  to  find 
the  cauisco  In  addition,  if  it  is  considered  necessary, 
appropriate  adjustments^  of  gas  dosages  are  made«  The  fluoride 
content  of  the  water  is  negligible®  The  supply  in  Southwick  is 
direct  to  the  houses® 

Provision  of  Public  Conveniences 

The  Council  provides  ajed  maintains  public  conveniences® 

These  are  situated  ak  The  Green  and  at  Southwick  Square  (opened  I962) 
for  men  and  women,  and  at  the  reaj?  of  the  Tov/n  Hall  for  women®  In 
addition,  by  agreement  with  the  proprietors,  toilets  situated  at  The 
Schooner  are  available  for  public  use,  their  cleansing  being  carried 
cut  twice  weekly  by  the  Council,  v/ho  also  pay  for  the  waiter  used  in 
these  toilets*  .  W.ashing  facilities  are  provided  at  the  conveniences 
in  Southwick  Squ^aroo 

'Mortuaries 

. .  Tiler e. is  no  public  mortuary  in  the  district*  By  arrangement 

betv/ecn  Southwick  Council  and  Shoreharn-by-Sea  Council,  bodies  from 
Southwick  are  received  into  the  public  mortuary  at  Shorehcim-by-Sea* 
During  1963?  bodies  were  received  from  Southwick  into  the 
mortuary  at  Slioreham-by-Seao 

Refuse  Collection 

Refuse  is  collected  by  covered  refuse  collecting  vehicles 
from  every  house  and  shop  in  the  district  each  week®  Disposal  is  a. 
refuse  salva.ge  and  separation  plant  at  Halewick  Lane,  Sompting,  which 
is  used  jointly  by  the  Southwick  Urban  District  Council,  Shorcharri'-by- 
Sea  Urban  District  Council  and  Worthing  Rural  District  Council* 

Sewerage  cOJid  Sewage  Disposal 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  served  by  a  system  of  foul 
sewers  discharging  into  the  Portslade  a.nd  Southwick  Outfall  Board *s 
intercepting  and  tank  sewers  and  from  these  by  a  controlled  discharge 
well  out  at  sea.® 

As  part  of  the  Board's  scheme  to  provide  a  new  underground 
high  level  system  storage  tank  which  will  serve  the  northe^rn  parts 
of  Southv/ick  and  Portslade,  the  construction  of  the  northern 
intercepting  sewer  and  the  new  high  level  storage,  tanle  was  carried 
out  in  1961  and  are' n'ov/  in  use* 

The  Board  have  no  outfalls  or  overflows  into  rivers  or 

stream.s* 

Regular,  inspections  of  tJrie  foreshore  are  maintained  and  there 
is  no  evidence,  that  the  controlled  discharge  of  sewerage  is  not 
working  effectively  as  designed  to  disperse  the  sewage  well  out  at 
sea* 
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Rodent  Control 


The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  ”to  malce  permanent  provision  for 
preventing  loss  of  food  by  infestation"* 

Belov/  is  a  summary  of  the  v/ork  ca.rried  out  during  I963  in 
the  investigation  of  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  and  in  the

111  relation  to  houGing,  Local  Authorities  have  duties  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  193^  and  I96I  and  the  Housing  Acts. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act  193^  the  main  action  talceii  is 
in  respect  of  Nuisances  ~  their  discovery  and  abatement,  'These 
are  dealt  with  earlier  in  this  report. 

Other  aspects  of  housing  are  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Act  1937  and  other  relevant  Acts  -  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing 
Act  1939}  the  Housing  Act  I96I  and  others.  The  House  Purchase  and 
Housing  Act  1939  introduced  a  nev/  system  of  grants  lenown  o,s  Standard 
Grants  and  the  Housing  Act  I96I  ushered  in  a  new  system  of  housing 
subsidies,  aid  gives  extensive  nev/  powers  to  Local  Authorities  to 
enable  them  to  deal  v;ith  bad  living  conditions  in  houses  let  in 
lodgings  or  occupied  by  mernburs  of  more  than  one  family. 


Under  this  Act  grants  can  be  made  by  local  Councils  to 
help  ov/ners  to  improve,  houses  or  to  convert  them  into,  flats.  They 
are  known  as  Discretionary  Grants. 

in  1963?  three  applications  for  Discretionary  Grant  v/as 
received.  None  was  approved  by  the  Council  because  the  v/ork  to  be 
caaried  out  did  not  qucalify  for  grciiit.
